lara which had reached that place. As these 


particulars were frem rebel sources, it is part- 
ly probable they are highly « xaggerated against 
the U. 8. troope. On last Thursday eveniar, 
about 6 o'clock, as an advance body of U. 8. 
caval: y, under command of Gen. Henze were 
moving alorg the road, tyo or miles 
above Independence, they suddenly came up 

on a large detachment of State troops, occu- 
pying a position at the top of a bill, witha 
cannon, commanding the road. The cavalry 
were some Cistance in sdvance of the ma'n 
body of U. 8. infantry, which numbered four 
or five hundred men. Immediately on com- 
ing in sight, the cavalry rode upon the State 
troope, fired, and made a precipitate retreat. 
The fire was returned by the State troons with 
tbeir emall arms—the cannon for some reason 
failing to go off. The loss of the Federal 
troops is reported at 3; that of the Siate 
troops as 4, one of whom was Col. Holloway, 
in command of State troops. Col Holloway 
was formerly in the U. 8. Army, and was a 
resident of Cass county, Mo.
